Amending United States Treasury quarantine regulations—Ouba concerned. 
[Cireular No. 43.] 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT, OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY, 
Washington, D. C., April 26, 1902. 
Collectors of customs, quarantine officers of the 
United States, and others concerned : 

In view of the improved conditions in the ports of Cuba, and the 
fact that there has beeu no yellow fever reported in that island in 1902, 
to the present date, the season of close quarantine for yellow fever (i. e., 
the season during which detention of personnel and disinfection of 
vessels from infected ports is demanded) against the island of Cuba, is 
hereby postponed to June 1, 1902, provided that the Surgeon-General 
of the Marine-Hospital Service is authorized to put in effect the close 
quarantine immediately should changed conditions require it. The 
postponement does not obviate the necessity of inspection, and applies 


only to the island of Cuba.

MICHIGAN.—Reports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the 
week ended April 19, 1902, from 62 observers, indicate that phthisis 
pulmonalis, scarlet fever, erysipelas, enteric fever, inflammation of the 
bowels, whooping cough, meningitis, and diphtheria were more preva- 
lent and intermittent fever was less prevalent than in the preceding week. 
Meningitis was reported present at 7, whooping cough at 17, diph- 
theria at 17, enteric fever at 32, scarlet fever at 85, measles at 91, 
smallpox at 126, and phthisis pulmonalis at 2i4 places. 

The Monthly Bulletin of Vital Statistics says: 

There were 2,959 deaths reported to the department of State for the 
month of March corresponding to a death rate of 14.1 per 1,000 popu- 
lation, a slight increase over the rate for February, which was 14 per 
1,000 population. There were 495 deaths of infants under 1 year of 
age; 205 deaths of children aged 1 to 4 years. inclusive, and 912 deaths 
of elderly persons aged 65 years and over. Important causes of deaths 
were as follows: Pulmonary tuberculosis, 200; other forms of tubercu- 
losis, 21; typhoid fever, 41; diphtheria and croup, 33; scarlet fever, 
37 ; measles, 34; whooping cough, 29; pneumonia, 385; influenza, 70; 
cancer 119; accidents and violence, 147. There were also 3 deaths 
from smallpox—1 in Escanaba city, 1 in Clio village, Genesee County, 
and 1 in Chesterfield Township, Macomb County ; 1 death from chicken 
pox in Houghton County and 2 deaths from mumps. The most marked 
features of the month were the increased numbers of deaths from pul- 
monary tuberculosis and the common diseases of children—scarlet fever, 
measles, and whooping cough.

BARBADOS. 
Status of smallpox. 


BARBADOS, WEST INDIES, April 12, 1902. 


Srr: In continuation of my report by last mail in reference to the 
cases of smallpox which have occurred here. I have now to report that 
3 of the ‘‘contacts’”’ at the quarantine station have developed smallpox, 
and 2 cases were sent from the shore on the 8th instant—a man (Fred 
Sealy) and a woman. Sealy is a brother of 1 of the 3 above referred to 
contacts, and his niece was 1 of the contacts who developed smallpox 
at the station prior to March 31. The woman was the nurse at the 
general hospital who attended the woman Harewood on March 27, and 
after Harewood was sent to the station she (the nurse) was isolated in a 
ward at the general hospital until she showed signs ot smallpox on the 
8th instant, when she was sent to the station. Most of the patients are 
convalescent, and only Sealy is bad. Every effort is made to stamp 
out the disease. 

* * * * * * * 

For the present, while the quarantine station is occupied by smallpox 
contacts and patients, persons arriving here from places against which 
quarantine is in force will have to ride out their quarantine on the ves- 
sel which brings them, as they can not be received at the station.

Report from Hongkong—Cases of cholera and smallpox. 


HONGKONG, CHINA, March 19, 1902. 

Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith the abstract of bills of 
health issued at this station for the week ended March 15, 1902. Fifteen 
vessels were inspected during the week. 731 individuals were bathed at 
the disinfecting station, and 828 bundles of clothing and bedding were 
disinfected by steam. The sanitary report for the week shows that the 
following diseases occurred*in the colony during the week, viz: One 
case of bubonic plague and 1 death, 12 cases of cholera and 9 deaths, 1 
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case of diphtheria, 1 case of enteric fever, 4 cases of smallpox and 4 
deaths. The cholera cases include 4 of those occurring on the steamship 
Riojun Maru and mentioned in my report for the week ended March 8, 
1902. 

Through the courtesy of Hon. R. M. MeWade, United States consul 
at Canton, I have been informed several times of the progress of cholera 
in Canton and vicinity. These reports indicate that in certain parts of 
the city the disease is severe and that 9 Europeans have died within a 
fortnight. The water supply in that city is very low and together 
with the unhygienic conditions always prevailing are powerful predis- 
posing causes of the outbreak. 

It is impossible to estimate or even guess at the number of cases 
among the Chinese. Because of the outbreak here and at Canton, I was 
informed by P. A. Surg. J. C. Perry that arrivals from Hongkong 
would have to undergo quarantine. Fresh food products and articles 
liable to carry infection have been stopped for the present. Dried food 
products are allowed to proceed as usual.

Sir: I have the honor to make the following additions to my report 
of April 12, 1902: 

For the week ended April 5, 1902, there were reported to the medi- 
cal officer of health for Birkenhead, smallpox, 2 cases; scarlet fever, 4; 
diphtheria, 2; enteric fever, 3; measles, 18. For the week ended April 
12, 1902, there were 3 cases of smallpox; searlet fever, 4; diphtheria, 
1; enteric fever, 5; measles, 37, and membranous croup, 1. 

The above cases of smallpox are included in the 12 reported in my 
. previous report as occurring since the first of the year in Birkenhead. 

Mr. Boyle has referred me to a letter from Dr. Hope, medical officer 
of health from Liverpool, in which he calls attention to the figures 
relating to the smallpox in Liverpool as published in the weekly report 
of the U. S. Marine-Hospital Service for March 28, 1902, page 726. 
The actual figures are as follows : Ninety six cases were reported from 
December 15, 1901, to March 8, 1902. Twenty-two of these cases were 
taken from vessels from Boston.

Reports from London—Condition of smallpox.

The smallpox situation for the week shows some improvement, there 
being only 54 deaths as against 81, 53, and 61 for the preceding three 
weeks. There were 1,522 cases under treatment at the close of the 
week.

Sir: I have the honor to make the following report for the week 
ended April 12, 1902: There were inspected and given bills of health 
to 12 vessslis, leaving this port for ports in the United States or their 
dependencies. There were vaccinated on board these vessels 296 of 
crew and cattlemen. One cattleman on board the steamship Montana, 
inspected on the 10th instant had a rash which, however, the officer did 
not think smallpox. He was, however, turned over to the post sani- 
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tary authorities at Gravesend and his cabin disinfected. The number 
of new cases of smallpox occurring in this city shows a decrease, but 
there were 73 deaths from that disease last week as against 53, 61, and 
54 in the preceding three weeks. There were 21 further deaths from 
smallpox in England, the large majority being in the immediate vicinity 
of London. Two, however, occurred in Swansea, and 2 also in Glasgow. 

During the week ended March 30 there were 22 cases and 10 deaths 
from plague in Egypt. For the week ended April 3 there were no 
cases in Mauritius.

GERMANY. 


Report from Berlin— Plague and cholera in various countries. 


BERLIN, GERMANY, April 11, 1902. 


Str: I have the honor to transmit herewith the latest information 
obtained from the imperial health office (Kaiserliches Gesundheitsamt) 
at Berlin, regarding plague and cholera. 


Plague. 


Ee@ypT.—From March 21 to March 28, inclusive, 22 new plague 
cases (11 deaths) were recorded, viz, 16 (9) in Decheneh, 2 (1) in 
Benha, 2 (1) in Korachieh in the province of Garbieh, and 1 each in 
Abussir and Kom el. Nour. 

ADEN.—On March 6 a passenger who had been landed at the port 
of Aden, four days previously from an Italian steamer, died of plague. 

BRITISH INDIA.—In the Bombay Presidency there were registered 
between the 22d and 28th of February, 8,705 cases of plague (with 6,321 
deaths), and from March 1 to March 7, 7,671 cases (and 5,904 deaths). 
In the city of Bombay, during the weeks ended March 4 and March 11, 
respectively, there occurred 1,003 and 1,026 new plague cases, with 
856 and 892 deaths. 

BritisH East Arrica.—In Nairobi, where, according to a dispatch 
dated March 10, the plague has, up to the present, only attacked negroes 
and Indians, it has been noted that the outbreak of the disease was 
preceded by the death of several thousand rats. 

BrRaAZiIL.—In Paranagua, according to a communication dated March 
8, 5 persons died suddenly under symptoms of plague. The mortality 
among the rats continues toincrease. A few cases of plague are reported 
from Pernambuco under date of April 2. 

QUEENSLAND.—Since the third outbreak of plague, on January 27, 
there have been officially registered, up to February 22, in Brisbane, 10 
cases, of which 4 terminated in death. A large number of rats have 
been killed by order of the authorities. On April 2, 1 plague case was 
registered in Townsville. 


Plague and cholera. 


BritisH Inp1A.—In Caleutta, during the week from February 23 to 
March 1, there were registered 415 plague cases with 349 deaths. One 
hundred and fifty-eight persons died of cholera. 
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Cholera. 


TURKEY.—Between March 4 and March 17 there occurred 423 deaths 
from cholera among the pilgrims on the way from Medina to Mecca. 
During the week ended March 24 there were officially recorded 523 
deaths from cholera in Mecea. In Djiddah, where returning pilgrims 
are already arriving, 17 deaths from cholera occurred between March 18 
and March 24. 

DutcH InpIA.—In the district of Soerabaya, between February 9 and 
February 22, there were recorded 18 cases of cholera, with 6 deaths.

Increase of cancer in Germany and other countries. 


[Extract from a lecture delivered by the government counsellor, Dr. Wutzdorff, of the 
imperial health office at Berlin. } 


BERLIN, GERMANY, April 11, 1902. 


As will be seen by reference to the tables contained in a previous 
report of this series, there were registered in the German Empire in the 
year 1892, among each 100,000 inhabitants, 59.6 deaths from cancer, 
which increased in 1898 to 70.6. During the seven years, therefore, 
from 1892 to 1898, the deaths from this disease had increased by 18.5 
per cent. 

The circumstance that such a considerable increase has taken place 
within so short a period speaks more forcibly than any other argument 
could do against the views entertained in various quarters that there 
has been no actual spread of cancer in Germany, but that owing to the 
increase of wealth among the middle classes and as a result of the legis- 
lation for the protection of the working classes, medical attendance is 
much better than formerly, and that consequently the diagnosis of dis- 
ease is more accurate. During the period mentioned the conditions in 
question have not changed so considerably that the great increase in the 
number of deaths from cancer could be thus explained. 

According to the geographical position (see chart attached) the spread 
of cancer is most noticeable, in the north, in Luebeck, Hamburg, and 
Schleswig- Holstein; in the south in Baden, Bavaria (especially right of 
the Rhine), Wiirttemberg, Hessen. and Alsace-Lorraine, and in the 
middle of Germany, in Saxony, Brunswick, and Berlin. 

The significant fact that in some of the States in the south of Germany 
and in the kingdom of Saxony, the number of deaths from cancer was 
increasing to an alarming extent, had been remarked for some time by 
the imperial health office and led to the official investigations which 
have been made as to the cause thereof. A satisfactory explantion of 
the increase in the number of deaths from cancer ‘has, however, not yet 
been found. But it is confidently hoped that the movement initiated 
by the committee for the investigation of cancer (comité fiir Krebs- 
forschung) will tend to throw light upon this dark question. 

In conclusion, I must not omit reference to the increase in the number 
of deaths from cancer in other countries. In England, during the decade 
from 1861-1870, there died among each 1,000,000 inhabitants 384 per- 
sons; in the following decade, 468; from 1881-1890, on an average 589, 
and in the year 1899, 829. The increase amounted to 56.3 per cent (1881 
to 1899) among males, and 32 per cent among females. In the Nether- 
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lands, too, cancer has considerably increased. In the year 1874 there 
died among each 100,000 inhabitants 49 from this disease; in the year 
1897, 91—that is to say, morethan 80 per cent more. In Switzerland the 
increase of cancerous disease has been terrible and continues to advance ; 
among each 100,000 of the population there died from cancer in the year 
1889, 114.4, and in the year 1898 as many as 132.4. 

In the United States similar conditions exist. In the State of New 
York, for example, the cases of cancer increased from 2,473 in the year 
1888 to 4,117 in the year 1897. In Massachusetts there died of cancer 
in the year 1856, per 100,000 inhabitants, males, 12.9; females, 24.5 ; 
in the year 1895, however, 44 and 94.4.

Report from Yokohama— Plague in Formosa. 


YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, April 3, 1902. 
Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith an abstract of the bills of 
health issued at this port during the week ended March 29, 1902. 
There were inspected 4 ships with 403 crew, 66 cabin and 886 steer- 
age passengers. Four hundred and forty-two persons were bathed and 
their baggage disinfected. 
A recent report from Formosa states that during the month of March 
there occurred in that island 456 cases of plague and 346 deaths. 
During the past week there were in Yokohama, typhoid fever, 3 
cases, 1 death; diphtheria, 1 case, and 1 death, and dysentery, 3 cases.

MEXICO. 
Sanitary reports from Vera Cruz. 


VERA CRUZ, MEXICO, April 8, 1902. 
Sir: Referring to the sanitary condition of this city and port since 
March 1, ultimo, I have the honor to report as follows: 
The health of the city has been in general satisfactory, no infectious 
or contagious disease having developed in an epidemic form. Among 
the shipping in the harbor no quarantinable disease has been observed 
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during the stay of the vessels in port. Yellow fever, which almost had 
disappeared during spring and early summer of last year, commenced 
during the second half of September, the number of cases increasing 
quite remarkably during November, 95 cases, 28 deaths, and December, 
41 cases, 28 deaths; in March there were 18 cases, of which 10 ended 
fatally. Most of these cases were natives from the interior of the 
Republic with short residence here. There were 35 deaths from tuber- 
culosis, 7 from remittent fever, 3 from pernicious fever, 3 from small- 
pox, 2 from measles, and 133 from all causes, making a total of 189, 
against 55 from tuberculosis, 6 from remittent fever, 5 from pernicious 
fever, and 113 from all causes, a total of 179 during the same month in 
1901. This gives about 5 per cent per 1,000 as a number of soldiers on 
their way from Yucatan to the interior arrived here sick and died in 
the military hospital. 

A number of cases of measles were observed among children under 10 
years of age, all of them living in one of the suburbs to the south of the 
city, called ‘‘ El Cristo”’ and ** La Huaca,’’ but no case was observed in 
the city. 

On March 23, 1 case of smallpox was reported, being a soldier just 
arrived from the interior. Three more cases were reported—March 29, 
March 31, and April 1, 2 of them ending fatally. All of these were 
immediately isolated, either in their own habitation or in the lazaret or 
pesthouse located on a hill about 3 miles south of the city. These cases 
were noted on the bills of health. Though the city and federal sanitary 
authorities did not believe there would be an epidemic like that in 1900, 
yet they prepared to have all quarters where a case of this disease should 
appear properly disinfected. 

In conclusion I wish to mention that the Mexican Government has 
decided by an executive decree not to disinfect baggage as far as yellow 
fever is concerned.

The general sanitary condition of the town is not now good, but there 
is every reason to believe that such measures will be instituted here as 
will shortly eliminate yellow fever. The new sewerage system is rap- 
idly approaching completion. This, with the abundant water supply, 
the elimination of the cesspools, the obliteration of the open sewers, and 
the isolation of the yellow fever cases in mosquito-proof wards in the 
hospitals, should eradicate all quarantinable diseases. * * *

When her 
master asked for a bill of health for New York, the facts of the case 
were reported to this office and the vessel ordered here for disinfection. 
The vessel arrived at San Juan on the 13th instant, and upon inspection 
1 ease of varioloid was found on board ; this case was removed and the 
vessel disinfected, and all hands vaccinated. The Mae will be cleared 
to-day for New York with her recent sanitary history noted in full on 
the bill of health. This action is taken in order that the nine days 
required for the voyage to New York may count on her period of deten- 
tion in case she arrives at New York clean. 

The history of this vessel makes it apparent that the infection of these 
2 members of her crew must have taken place in Boston.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


Law of October 29, 1901. (Government Gazette p. 2018.) Ordinance No. XVI of 1901. 
An Ordinance to amend ** The Lepers’ Urdinance 1899.’’ October 29, 1901.—F. A. 
Swettenham, governor and commander-in-chief. 


It is hereby enacted by the Governor of the Straits Settlements with the advice and 
consent of the Legislative Council thereot as follows: 


Short title and construction. 


1. This ordinance may be cited as ‘‘The Lepers’ Ordinance 1899 Amendment Ordi- 
nance 1901”’ and shall be read and construed as part of ‘‘ The Lepers’ Ordinance 1899”’ 
(hereinafter called ‘‘the principal Ordinance’’) and any copy of the principal ordinance 
printed after the commencement of this ordinance may be printed with the amend- 
ments alterations substitutions and additions required by this ordinance. 


Amendment of section 4 of principal Ordinance. 


2. Subsection (1) of section 4 of the principal ordinance is amended by deleting the 
words ‘‘ and any leper so convicted may be committed to a leper asylum to be detained 
until discharged by order of the gove:nur’’ and by substituting for them the words 
“and it shall be lawful for such court of two magistrates by warrant under the hand 
of the presiding magistrate and the seal of the court to order the detention of such leper 
in a leper asylum until he is discharged by order of the governor.’’ 


Further amendment of section 4 of principal ordinance. 


3. Sub-section (2) of section 4 of the principal ordinance is amended by deleting the 
words “‘and may be committed to a leper asylum to be detained there until discharged 
by order of the governor’’ and by substituting for them the words ‘‘and it shall be 
lawful for such magistrate by warrant under his hand and seal to order the detention 
of such leper in a leper asylum until he is discharged by order of the governor.’’ 
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Addition of new section to principal ordinance. 


4. Immediately after section 4 of the principal ordinance there shall be inserted a 
new section to be numbered 4 A as follows: 


““4A. If it be proved to the satisfaction of a magistrate that any leper is not main- 
tained in a state of isolation from the general public it shall be lawful for such magis- 
trate by warrant under his hand and seal to order the detention of such leper in a leper 
asylum until he is discharged by order of the governor.”’ 


Illustration. 


A leper who frequents the public streets whether in a vehicle on foot or otherwise 
will not be in a state of isolation. 


Amendment of section 16 of the principal ordinance. 


5. Sub-section (2) of section 16 of the principal ordinance is amended by deleting 
the words ‘‘the signature of the applicant to such application shall be attested by a 
magistrate and such magistrate’’ and by substituting for them the words ‘‘the signa- 
ture of the applicant to such application shall be attested by a magistrate, a health 
officer or any duly qualified government officer and such magistrate or other officer.’’

Ordinance No. V of 1899, An ordinance to repeal and reenact with amendments ‘* The Lepers 
Ordinance 1898.’’ April 25, 1899. C. B. H. Michell, governor and commander-in- 
chief. 


It is hereby enacted by the governor of the Straits settlements with the advice and 
consent of the legislative council thereof as follows : 


Short title. 
1. This ordinance may be cited as ‘‘The Lepers Ordinance 1899.’’ 
Definitions. 


2. In this ordinance ‘‘Leper’’ means any person suffering from any variety of 
leprosy. 

‘*Qualified medical practitioner’’ means the holder of an European or British Indian 
or British Colonial degree diploma or license entitling him to practice medicine or sur- 
gery or the holder of a degree diploma or license in medicine or surgery of any medical 
school of the United States of America the degree diplomas or licenses whereof are for 
the time being recognized as registrable by the general council of medical education 
registration in the United Kingdom. 


Prohibition of certain callings to lepers. 


3. The governor in council may from time to time by notification published in the 
Gazette prohibit the carrying on by a leper of any of the trades or callings specified in 
the schedule hereto. 


Penalty. 


4. (1) Any leper who shall carry on any trade or calling so prohibited as aforesaid 
and any person who shall knowingly employ a leper in any such trade or calling shall be 
liable on conviction by a court of two magistrates to fine which may amount to fifty 
dollars or to imprisonment which may be of either description for any period not exceed- 
ing one month or to both and any leper so convicted may be committed to a leper 
asylum to be detained there until discharged by order of the governor. 

(2) Any leper who shall enter any hackney carriage jinrikisha or other public vehicle 
or lodge in any hotel boarding-house or lodging-house or bathe in any public bath shall 
be guilty of an offence and shall be liable on conviction before a magistrate to a fine not 
exceeding fifty dollars and may be committed to a leper asylum to be detained there 
until discharged by order of the governor. 
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Asylums, 


5. The governor may establish asylums at such places as he may think proper for the 
reception and detention of lepers and may declare any place heretofore used tor the 
treatment and segregation of lepers to be an asylum within the meaning of this ordi- 
nance and shall appoint a fit and proper person to be the officer in charge of each such 
asylum. 

Detention of vagrant lepers. 


6. Whenever any person is convicted by a magistrate of an offence punishable under 
section 32 of ** The Summary Criminal Jurisdiction ordinance, 1372,’’ and such magis- 
trute is satisfied that the person so convicted is a leper it shall be lawful for such magis- 
trate by warrant under his band and seal to order the detention of such leper in a leper 
asylum until he is discharged by order of the governor. 


Detention of lepers becoming a burden on those bound to maintain them. 
} 


7. Whenever it shall be made to appear to a magistrate that any person within the 
limits of his jurisdiction is probably a leper it shall be lawful for such magistrate upon 
the application of any person legally bound to maintain the supposed leper to hold an 
enquiry into the case and if such magistrate is satisfied that the supposed leper is a 
leper and that he has become or is likely to hecome a burden upon the person legally 
bound to maintain him it shall be lawful for such magistrate by warrant under his 
hand and seal to order the detention of such leper in a leper asylum until he is dis- 
charged by order of the governor and the person legally bound to maintain such leper 
shall pay every month to the Government during the detention of such leper such sum 
fur his maintenance as the magistrate having regard to all the circumstances of the case 
shall order. 

Removal of lepers. 


8. The colonial secretary may by order in writing direct the removal of any leper 
from any asylum to any other asylum and such order shall be sufficient authority for 
the removal of such leper and also for his reception into the asylum to which he is 
ordered to be removed. 


Power of governor to release persons detained. 


9. The governor may by order in writing at his absolute discretion direct the dis- 
charge from any leper asylum of any person detained therein as a leper under the pro- 
visions of this ordinance and shall so direct the discharge of any person so detained 
upon the certificate in writing of the medical officer of the asylum that such person is 
cured of his leprosy. 


Prohibition of dealings with lepers under detention. 


10. Every person who shall except with the written permission of the officer in charge 
of « leper asylum purchase or receive from any inmate of such asylum any food cloth- 
ing or other article shall be liable on conviction by a magistrate to fine which may 
amount to fifty dollars or to imprisonment which may be oi either description for any 
period not exceeding one month or to both. 


Landing of lepers. 


11. No leper who is not a native of the Settlement at which he proposes to land shall 
land at any of the ports of the colony from any place not within the Colony or the Pro- 
tected Native States or Johore and the master or other person in charge of any vessel 
who suffers or omits to prevent the Janding from sucli vessel at any such port of any 
person whom he knows or has reasonable grounds to suppose to be a leper shal! be lia- 
ble on conviction before a court of two magistrates to a fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars. 

Lepers unlawfully landed may be sent to leper asylum. 


12, Every leper so Janding as aforesaid may be committed to a leper asylum by a 
warrant under the hand of the governor and may be detained therein for such period as 
may be directed by such warrant. ; 


Lepers unlawfully landed may be returned to the place whence they came. 
13. Every leper so landing as aforesaid may be brought before a magistrate who may 


examine such leper and any other witness on oath touching the place from which he 
“= 
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was brought into the Settlement and may cause such leper to be removed to the place 
from which he was so brought in such manner as the governor may direct and the 
reasonable cost of such removal shall be borne and paid by the master or other person 
in charge of the vessel by which such leper was brought to the Settlement by whose 
act or default such leper was permitted to land and may be sued for and recovered as 
money due from him to Her Majesty. 


Detention and recapture of lepers. 


14. Every person received into a leper asylum under any warrant issued under the 
provisions of this ordinance may be detained therein until he be removed or discharged 
and in case of escape may by virtue of such warrant be captured by the officer in charge 
of such leper asylum or any other officer or servant belonging thereto or any police 
officer and be again conveyed to and received and detained in such leper asylum. 


Evidence required to prove leprosy. 


15. No supposed leper shall be convicted of an offence under this ordinance or shall 
be committed to a leper asylum or removed from the colony ander the provisions of this 
ordinance and no person shall be convicted of any offence with respect to the landing 
and no costs shall be recovered with respect to the removal of any supposed leper except 
on the evidence of two qualified medical practitioners that such supposed leper is a 
leper. 

The certificate in writing of a qualified medical practitioner shall be deemed admis- 
sible as evidence under this section unless the court or magistrate shall otherwise 
direct. 

Application by lepers for admission into asylum. 


16. (1) Any leper desirous of being admitted into a leper asylum may make an 
application to the health officer within any municipality or to any medical officer of 
the Government if beyond the limits of any municipality in the following form : 


‘*T the undersigned do hereby request you to cause me to be admitted into the leper 
asylum at —-— and I undertake to remain therein for years at least 
unless sooner duly discharged and to conform to the rules of the leper asylum. 

‘* Signature of applicant. 

** Signature of witness. 
(or to the medical officer of the Government 

















**To the health officer of 
at mag 


(2) The signature of the applicant to such application shall be attested by a magis- 
trate and such magistrate shall not attest the signature unle«s he has satisfied himself 
that the applicant is a leper and understands the effect of the application. 

(3) Such applicant after his reception into the asylum unless discharged by order of 
the governor under section nine of this ordinance shall not be entitled to leave such 
asylum until the expiration of the term mentioned in his application and such applicant 
may be detained therein till the expiration of such term. 














Power to make rules. 


17. (1) Subject to the provisions of this ordinance the governor in council may make 
rules in respect of all or any of the following matters : 

(a) The forms of the certificates warrants and orders to be used under this ordinance. 

(b) The management inspection and control of leper asylums. 

(ec) The providing of separate leper asylums for men and women and the providing 
of special apartments for those lepers who are able to pay their own expenses. 

(d) The visiting of lepers in leper asylums by their relations and friends. 

(e) The appointments and duties of officers in charge of asylums. 

(f) Any other matters as to which it may be expedient to make rules for carrying 
into effect the objects of this ordinance. 

Provided always that such rules shall make provision : 

(g) For the making of monthly reports to the governor by the officers in charge of 
every asylum with regard to the number of lepers detained therein and their condition 
and the requirements and conditions of such asylum. 

(hk) For the visiting at least once in every six months of every leper asylum by the 
governor or by some officer deputed by him. 

(2) Such rules shall be published in the Gazette and shall as soon as practicable be 

aid upon the table of the legislative coancil and unless and until disallowed by resolu- 
ion of the said council shall be of the same force as if enacted in this ordinance. 
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Visitors. 


18. Unless and until a rule be made under sub-section (h) of section seventeen every 
leper asylum shall be visited by the Colonial Secretary or by some other officer 
appointed by the governor once at least in every six months. 


Protection of medical practitioners. 


19. No action suit or other proceeding shall be brought against any qualified medical 
practitioner for any certificate given or for thing done in faith in pursuance of the 
provisions of this ordinance or of any rule made thereunder. 


Penalties. 


20. Any person committing any breach of this ordinance or any infringement of any 
of the provisions thereof or of any rules made thereunder for which no penalty is 
expressly provided by this ordinance shall be guilty of an offence and shall be liable on 
conviction by a magistrate to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars and in default of pay- 
ment to imprisonment for any period not exceeding one month. 


Repeal. 


21. ‘‘ The Lepers Ordinance 1898”’ is hereby repealed. 
Passed this 25th day of April, 1899.

List of trades or callings the carrying on of which by lepers may be prohibited by 
the governor in council under section 3. 

Baker, butcher, cook, or any trade or calling in which the person employed handles 
or comes in contact with articles of food or drink, drugs, medicines or tobacco in any 
form. 

Washerman, tailor, or any trade or calling in which the person employed manufac- 
tures, handles, or comes in contact with wearing apparel. 

Parber, or any other similar trade or calling in which the person employed comes in 
contact with other persons. 

Domestic servant, nurse, jinrikisha puller, licensed hackney carriage driver. 


Order made by his honour the officer administering the Government in council under ‘*‘ The 
Lepers Ordinance No. V of 1899.” 


Whereas under section 3 of ‘‘ The Lepers Ordinance 1899’’ the governor in council 
may from time to time by notification published in the Gazette prohibit the carrying 
on by a leper of any of the trades or callings specified in the schedule attached to the 
said ordinance : 

Now his honour the officer administering the government in council has been pleased 
in exercise of the power conferred by the aforesaid section to prohibit the carrying on 
by lepers of any of the following trades or callings— 

Baker, butcher, cook, and any trade or calling in which the person employed handles 
or comes in contact with articles of food or drink, drugs, medicines or tobacco in any 
form. 

Washerman, tailor, and any trade or calling in which the person employed manufac- 
tures, handles or comes in contact with wearing apparel. 

Barber, and any other similar trade or calling in which the person employed comes 
in contact with other persons. 

Domestic servant, nurse, jinrikisha puller, licensed hackney carriage driver. 

And it is further ordered that this prohibition shall come into force on the Ist of 
March, 1900, and that a notification thereof shall be published in the Gazette.

London.—One thousand five hundred and seventy-one deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles, 73; scarlet fever, 10; 
diphtheria, 22; whooping cough, 35; enteric fever, 2; smallpox, 54, and 
diarrhea and dysentery, 16. The deaths from all causes correspond 
to an annual rate of 17.9 per 1,000. In Greater London 2,138 deaths 
were registered. In the ‘‘outer ring’’ the deaths included 2 from diph- 
theria, 2 from measles, 13 from smallpox, and 5 from whooping cough. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended April 5, 1902, in the 21 principa! 
town districts of Ireland was 26.6 per 1,000 of the population, which i- 
estimated at 1,092,322. The lowest rate was recorded in Clonmel, viz, 
5.1, and the highest in Galway, viz, 46.6 per 1,000. In Dublin and 
suburbs 203 deaths were registered, including diphtheria, 2; enteric 
fever, 1; measles, 1; scarlet fever, 1, and 41 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended April 5, 1902, correspond to an annual rate of 21.3 per 1,000 of 
the population, which is estimated at 1,679,923. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Paisley, viz, 16.0, and the highest in Greenock, viz, 

5 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all 
causes was 687, including diphtheria, 5; measles, 11; scarlet fever, 8, 
smallpox, 2, and 14 from whooping cough. 

JAPAN -—Period from November 11 to November 30, 1901. 
Estimated population, 2,797,543. Total number of deaths not reported. 
Twenty deaths from plague reported. 

Month of December, 1901. One death from diphtheria, 4 deaths 
from typhus fever, and 49 from plague reported.
